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Partial Translation: 

Fig. 1 is a perspective view of an absorbing article, of which 
part is cut away, having a surface material of the present 
invention. Fig. 2 is an enlarged sectional view of the surface 
material of the present invention. 

Reference number 1 denotes a surface material . Reference number 
2 denotes an cibsorbing material . Reference 3 denotes a through 
hole for allowing liquid pass through. Reference 4 denotes a 
backing material for preventing liquid leakage. The surface 
material 1 may be colored to improve its shielding. It is 
preferable to set an area of the proximal end of the through 
hole 3 in 0.5mm* to 4 mm*. It is preferable to make the shape 
of the proximal end of the through hole 3 in a circle, an ellipse, 
or a polygonal shape . 
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
